Mr. Roosevelt's position has chagrined 
the Ohio senator and a split between them 
is precicied. Hanna beiteves Rathbone :s 
the victim of a conspiracy. 

Senator Hanna denies that he has gone 
to the extent, of requesting the president 
to issue a pardon to Rathbone and Neely, 
as ecme of the press dispatches sent out 
from Washington make it appear. He 
has not requested a pardon. Wihat he has 
requested is that, if possible, Rathbone 
be admitted to bail pending his appeal to 
the court of appeals in Havana. 

Hanna Asks Investigation. 

“senator Tanna has further asked the 
president to investigate and see if it is not 
possible for’ Rathbone to be brought back 
10 the United States and tried before an 
American jury. That is all he has re- 
quested and he believes that his requests 
are simply in the interest of justice and 
fair plex, He does not think that justice 
has been done to Rathbone by the Ha- 
vana tribunal which tried him,but he does 
not pretend that his cwn opinion is. of 
any greater value than that cf other men.

The reported pardon of Edward P.

In fact, nothing is 
known either at the white house or the 
war department concerning Thompson's 
pardon, although it is admitted that Gov- 
ernor Wood has full power in the mat- 
ter.

New Orleans, April 1.—(Special.)—Dis- 
trict Attorney Gurley today filed infor- 
mation against Harris Hyman and Herry 
Cc. Newman, of the tirm of H. & C. New- 
man, cotton factors, of New Orleans, 
| charging them with the embezziement of 
} money from Jonn A. Buckner, a cotton 
| merchant, of north Louisiana. 
' The information is. the result of a case 
‘that has been before the New Orleans 
| public for several months, and which has 
| causes] a sensation throughout the cotton 
| country. ‘Ine firm ot HoH. & C. Newman 
| is one of the largest, if not the largest, 
cotton fiactorage houses in New Orleans 
and enjoyed a reputation for the highest 
commerciat honor. 

One of the planters for which the house 
‘did business was Colonel John Buckner, 
'of Concordia parish. He discovered ac- 
cidentally that the firm had defrauded 


j nim and that the cotton which he ship- 


ped to them and which they reported as 


Messrs. Newman and Hymar acknow!- 
edged the claim and paid the money. 
Other claimants presented themselves 
and the sum of $86,500 was refunded to 


them on the ground that the account of | 


cotton sales kept by the firm were fraud- 
ulent. 

The matter was brought to the attention 
of the New Orleans cotton exchange. Af- 
ter a thorough examination of the ease 
the board of directors unanimously found 
Newmen and Hyman guilty and expelle.] 
thera f:am ‘the exchange. The matter 
wrs then corried before the grand jury 
with the idca of having indictments found 
against Newman and Hyman. The fall- 
ure of the grand jury to act is understood 
to be due to a difference of opinion as 
to what was the offense committed, com- 
pelling the district attorney to file infor- 
mation’ for embezzlement against New- 
man and’ Hyman. 


SHERIFF STANDS OFF A MOB. 


Would-Be Lynchers Could Not Face 
Rifle Barrel. 

Columbia, S. C., April 1.—(Special.)—For 
the second time In two weeks South Car- 
olina sheriffs have demonstrated that 
lynching parties are not so composed of 
such “determined men” as they are gen- 
erally pictured and are not always will- 
ing to risk a volley even from greatly in- 
ferior numbers. 

Will Brower, ian alleged murderer, cap- 
tured at Nashville, Ga., was in jajl in 
Cheraw last night when sixty armed men 
made a demand for him. Sheriff Doug- 
lass had six guards In the building. He 
warned the mob away on penalty of be- 
img killed. 

Some of them, not thinking he would 
shoot, rushed into the yard. The sheriff 
threw open a window and leveled his 
rifle. The mob fled.

Murdered by Nepro Butler 
at Philadelphia 


(ILLED ONE DAUGHTER 


NEAR MOTHER'S. CORPSE 


Then Called the Other Little Daugh- 
ter from the Street and Mur- 
dered Her—Negro Robbed the 

House and. Fled, but 
Was Arrested. 


Re ' : 

Philadelphia, Pa., April 1.—Fearing that 
he would be arrested for theft, William 
H. Lane, a colored batier, shot and killed 
his employer, Mrs. Bila J. Furbush, her 
12-year-old daughter, Madeline, and prob= 
ably mortally wounded another daughter, 
Ejoise, aged 7 years, at their home, No, 
652 North Fift2enth street, shortly before 
noon today. Lane, who is 26 years of 
age, escaped from the house and: four. 
hours later was captured by Philadelphia 
detectives while waiting in Camden, N, 
J., to board a train for Bridgeton, N. Ji 
He was immediately brought to titis city, 
was identified by Little Eloise, and con- 
fessed his crime. 

Mrs. Furbush lived with her two daugh- 
ters in a fine four-story house, which was 
furnished with all the comfort that an 
ample purse could provide. Lane had been 
her ‘butler since Christmas, and besides 
him she had another colored servant a 
woman named Agnes. Rceenetly Mrs. Fur- 
bush had been missing small amounts of 
money and finally she informed the polices, 
who began an investigation, which was 
still in progress when today’s tragedy was 
enacted. Suspicion fell on Lane and a 
warrant was sworn out for his arrest. 

Negro Confesses Crime. 

AJcording to Lane’s confession, he saw 
Mrs. Furbush on Monday night countinz 
a large roll of bills. Knowing where sf 3 


kept the money, he bided his time and : 


ah. opportune mement tate in the evaming 


he stole $70. This morning Mrs. Furbfsh » 


missed the money and questioned the col- 
ored man, but he denied all knowledge of 
having it. Expecting that the theft 
would be placed on him and that Mrs. 
Furbush would have him arrested, Lane 
planned to murder the moth?r and her 
children, rob the house and disappear. 


Shot the Mother Twice. 


At 11 o’clock he went to the third floor 
and found Mrs. Furbush in one of the 
middle rooms. He shot her twice, once 
in the breast and then through the heart. 
She died instantly. Eloise, who was in 
another room, hearing the noise, ran in 
to see what was the matter and as she 
entered Lane shot her in the abdomen. 
She fell and he thought he had also killed 
her. Without even attracting the atten- 
tion of the other servant, who was iron- 
ing in th= kitchen, Lane went to the front 
door and called in Madeline, who was 
skating on roller skates on the side- 
walk. He told her that her mother want- 
ed her on the third floor and without 
the slightest. suspicion of th» tragedy 
that was being enacted and that she wag 
going to her death, Madeline climbed the 
Ttairs without remcving her skat2s. She 
went into a room adjoining that in which 
her mother lay dead. Lane followed her 
and as she cheerily called her mother, the 
negro shot her through the heart, killing 
her instantlv. 

Robbery After: Murder. 

Lane, in his confession, says he then 
proceeded to rob the hbduse. He only 
found $130, two watches and a pocket- 
book, and while he was searching for 
the jewelry he was interrupted by the ar- 
rival of two special policemen, who had 
a warrant for his arrest on the charge 
of larceny. They asked to see Mrs. Fur- 
bush, and Lane showed them to the re- 
ceiving room on the second floor and said 
he would call his mistfss. Recognizing 
one of the men as an offer, Lane hastily 
donned his overcoat ¢nd@ escaped by the 
rear of the house. All was quiet in the 
house, and the policemen hearing a moan. 
started an investigation, and on the third 
floor hallway found little Eloise. To the 
policemen she said: 

“William shot my mother and my’sisfer 
and tried to kill me.” 

She was immediately sent to'a hospital 
and the police drag net was put In motion. 
Lane was traced to the Pennsylvania 
railroad station at Camden, where he was 
recognized by one of the policemen who 
had been admitted to the house. The 
officers hustled him on na ferry boat and 
out of jurisdiction of the state of New 
Jersey and took him to the city hall, 

Sorry for What He Did. 

At’ the police station Lané said he was 
sorry for what he had done. He was 
surprised to hear that Eloise was alive, 
and said he always liked her and he 
hated to kill her, but “it was necessary 
to do jso.”. “Now that I have been 
caught,’’ he added, ‘tI hope she will re- 
cover. I am also sorry for Mrs. Furbush 
and M@deline, but poverty tempted me 
to do it, and I must now suffer.’’ 

Later Lane was taken to the hospital, 
where Eloise identified him, saying: 7 

‘He is William Lane, who.kiNed my 
mother and sister and tried to kill me. 
You know you did, William,”’ 

In his presence her statement was 
taken, and Lane put the seal of accuracy 
to it by saying, “Everything the child 
has said is true.” 

Lane is the son of a preacher who lives 
in Bridgeton, and has served a term in 
the Mount Holly, N. J., jail for larceny, 
and has been confined in the Huntington, 
Pa., reformatory. " 

There seems to be a mystery regarding 
the domestic life of Mrs. Furbush. In 
the neighborhood where she lived she 
was variously known as Mrs. Furbush 
and Mrs. Fisher. The woman, who was 
42 years of age, was well supplied with 
money, owned the fine house she lived 
in, hadeher own horses and carriages 
and lived a life of ease. As a result of 
an investigation, Coroner Dugan is en- 
deavoring t. secure the attendance at 
the inquest of Charles A. Furbush, a 
wealthy manufacturer of milling machin- 
ery, of this city. Mr. Furbush was out 
ef the city today on business.

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Held That Union Men May Refuse 
) To Work with Non-Union, and 
| May Order a Strike To 
Enforce That Re- 
fusal. 


Albany, N. Y., April 1.—The question of 
whether or not members of a labor union 
have the right to decline to work with 
non-union n and to order a strike to 
have such right respected was determined 
“In the affirmative by the court of appeals 
today in a decision handed down in the 
ease of the National Protective Associa- 
tion ef Steam Fitterg and Helpers and 
Charles McQueed, ‘appeliant, against 
James M. Cummin ata Patrick J. Duff, 
as treasurer of the enterprise association 
implicated with others. 

The court is divided in its decision, the 
prevailing opinion being written by Chief 
Justice. Parker and concurred in by 
Judges Gray, O’Brien and Caight. It Is 
dissented from by Judges Bartlett, Mar- 
tin and Vann. 

Opinion of Court. 

In his opinion Judge Parker holds: 

“It is not the duty of one man to work 
for another unless he has agreed to; and 
if he has so agreed to, but for no fixed pe- 
riod, either may end a contract when h¢ 
chooses. The one\may work or refuse tg 
work at will and the other may hire or 
ciseharge at will. Working men have the 


}mght to organize for the purpose of se- 
/curing higher wages, shorter hours of la- 


bor or improving their relations with their 
employers. They have the right to strike, 
provided the object is not to gratify 
malice or inflict injury upon others, but 
to secure better terms of employment for 
themselves. A peaceful and orderiy strike 
is not in violation of the law. 

“A body of men who have organized for 
purposes deemed beneficial to themseves 
have the right, when thiey feel it is det- 
rimental to the interest of their organi- 
zation, to refuse to work. 

“If the conduct of the members of an 
organization is legal in itself it does not 
become illegal because the organization 
directs one of its members to state the 
reason for its conduct. Whenever the 
courts can see that a refusal of members 
of an organization to work with non- 
members may be in the interests of the 
several members, it will not assume in 
the absence of a finding to the contrary 
that the object of such refusal was 
solely to gratify malice and to inflict in- 


‘Jury upen such non-members. 


“One of the objections sometimes urged 
against labor organizations is that un- 
skilled workmen receive as larg: compen- 
sation as those hecoughty competent. 


‘the €xamination as to quatifications re- 


qu the defendant associations 
lenis to do away with the force of that 
objection as to them? 


Unable To Deny Right. 


“IT am unable to see how it is possible 
to deny the right of the defendant or- 
ganization and their members to refuse 
t« werk with non-members, when in the 
event of injury by the carelessness of 
such coemployees the burden would have 
to be borne by the injured without com- 


pensation from the employer and with no- 


financial responsibility on the part of 
those causing the injury. 

“So long as workmen must assume all 
the risk of injury that may come to them 
through the carelessness of coeémployees 
they have the moral and legal right to 
say that they will not work with certair 
men and the employer must take their 
dictation or go withcut their services. 

“The deféndant association, as appears 
from the findings. wanted to put their 
men in the place of certain men at work 
who were’ non-members working for 
smaller pay and they set avout doing it 
in a perfectly lawful manner. They de- 
termined that if it were necessary they 
would bear the burden and expense of 
strike to accomplish that result, and in 
so determiring they were clearly within 
their rights. 

“A labor organization is endowed with 
precisely the same legal right as is an in- 
dividual to threaten to do that whicna it 
may lawfully do.*’ 


“AT HOME” FOR DEMOCRATS. 


Prominnt Members of Party Invited 
by. New York Club. 


New York, April 1.—The board of gov- 
ernors of the democratic club met fonight 
and decided to have an ‘“‘at home’’ Mon- 
day evening, April 14, and to invite prom- 
inew* democrats of the country to at- 
tend.

Mexico City, April 1.—President Diaz 
opened the spring session of congress this 
evening.

He says regarding the late pan-Ameri- 
can congress that its effects as far as 
Mexico is concerned were favorable to 
promoting good relations with all par- 
ticipating republics.

OVER HUNDRED MILLIONS 
NET IN THE FIRST YEAR 


Propose To Retire $200,000,000 of 
Preferred Stock and Issue Bonds 
to a Total of $250,000,- 
000 — Dividend Is 
Voted. 


New York, April 1.—The directors of the 
United States Steel Corporation in quar- 
terly meeting here today gave formal 
approval to the conversion plan. under 
which it is proposed to retire preferred 
stock to the amount.f $200,000,000 upon 
which dividends are paid at the rate of 
7-per cent per annum and issue bonds 
to a total of $250,000,000 with interest fixed 
at 5 per cent. 

The directors issued a statement: show- 
ing that the earnings of the corporation 
for the first year of its existence, which 
ended on March 31, with the last month 
estimated, reached a total] of $111,067,1965. 

E. H. Gary, chairman of the board, 
stated that the extra $50,000,000 of bonds 
above the $200,000,000 to be used for re- 
tirement of preferred stock would give 
the corporation a working capital of 
about $106,000,000 to be used in any way 
that the directors might deem best. He 


would not say that this implied the ac- | 


quisition of any new plants. 

The directors voted the usual divi- 
dends at the rate of 7 per cent on the 
preferred stock and 4 on the common 
stock. 

The statement of net earnings showed 
that the record by months was as fol- 
lows:

BY ENRAGED CITIZENS 
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Four Thousand Unmasked Citizens 
Took Part in Lynching—Negro 
Attempted To Assault Miss 
Adamson, Niece of Hon. 
Seaborn Wright. 


Rome, Ga., April 1—(Special.j—Walter 
Allen was hangeel to an electric light pole 
in the middle of Broad street tonight at 
8:20 o’clock. 

The lynching was in the very glare of 
an immense electric light, corner Broad 
street and Fifth avenue. 

Four thousand people took part in the 
deed without masks. The body was per- 
fonated with a thousand bullets. 

The mob battered down the jail door 
with a sledge hammer and broke the steel 
cage of the negro’s cell. He was quickly 
rushed a block and «a half from the jail 
and allowed. to make a statement. He 
swore he was not guilty and prayed that 
the right might be caught and 
hanged. 

Story of the Negro’s Crime. 

The crime for which Allen was lynch- 
exi—aftempted criminal assault—was com- 
mitted kate Monday afternoon. The young 
lady whom he selected for his victim wae 
Miss Blossom, Adamson, one of Rome's 
most prominent young girls. 
choked itito insenstbility and would hare 
suffered an outrage had not the nt®gro 
taken fright. 

‘The «affair was kept secret until this 
afternoon when the story came out after 
the negro’s capture. 

Allen was taken from the Floyd county 
jail at 8 o’clock tonight and lynched from 
a telegraph pole in front of the Central 
hotel and not less than a ,housand bul- 
lets plerced his body from pistols in the 
hands of infuriated citizens. 

Qaptain A. B.S. Moseley, an uncle of Miss 
Adamson, shot at the negro three times 
at police headquarters this afternoon, one 
of the balls wounding the negro, but not 
seriously. 

Miss Adamson is & young girl not more 
than 16 years old, a daughter of J. 
N. Adamson and a niece of Hon. Sea- 
born and Moses Wright.

NOTHING OF BRIBERY 


He Carried a Note to Grosvenor, | 


but the Ohio Congressman 
Gave Him No Encour- 
agement—Bacon Calls 
Up Matter. 


Washington, April 1.—The investigation 
of charges made in connection with the 
Danish West Indies purchase was begun 
today before the special committee ap- 
pointed by Speaker Henderson. Niels 
Gron, who brought the-charges to’ the 
attention of Representative Richardson, 
and quite a number of interested spec- 
tators were present. 

Mr. Gron was the first witness. He said 
that in February last parties in Copen- 
hageny who opposed the transfer of the 
Danish West indies to the United States, 
conferrad with him about tle Christmas 
report and sent him here to give the 
facts to congress and the people. 

Representative Alexander, of New York, 
tere interposed to disclaim all Knowledg2 
of Christmas, or the Danish transaction. 

Note to Grosvenor. _ 

Continuing, Mr. Gron told of having se- 
cured a note of introduction to General 
Grosvenor, of Ohio, of arranging to meet 
the latter in -Wzshingtion, his purpose .be- 
ing, he said, to carry out assurances 
given at Copenhagen that he would. place 
tha matter before influential men. Mr. 
Gron told in great detail of bringing the 
papers before General Grosvenor, who. at 
first seemed quite indignant, but later 
ecncluded that it would be proper to lay 
the matter before the secretary of state.. 
This was done and Mr. Gron said he 
learned that the state department. held 
that it would take no action and that the 
authorities here had in no way committed 
themselves to Christmas, 

Gron said that after General Grosyenor 
had decided not to proceed with the mat- 
ter, he (Gron) had prepared a statement 
for the Associated Press and had asked 
Mr, Crane, a newspaper man, to send 
gscme one from the Associated -Press to 
him for the statement, and also to Gen- 
eral Grosvenor for assurances as to 
Gron’s standing. He learned tater, 
through Mr. Crane, that Genseral Grosve- 
nor said he knew nothing about it. He 
said‘ he was informed the day after: he 
submitted the statement that the Asso- 
ciated Press could not use it. 

Afterw&fds, he said, he submitted his 
statement to several newspapers and 
more or less of it was printed. 


Rogers and Flint Mentioned. 


He denied reports that the whole matter 
was a quarrel between Christmas and 
himself over a commission for The sale of 
the islands, and read a letter stating-that | 
an old alliance between certain Danish 
men and Americans in the fall of 1897 was 
declared off eighteen months ago. He 
mentioned the names of H. H. Rogers, 
Charies R. Flint and himself as the 
Americans interested at that time in ne- 
gotiating the sale of the islands. Asked 
specifically regarding a statement in the 
Christmas report to the effect that Rog- 
ers had agreed to abcomplish the sale of 
the islandp for 10 per cent of the  pur- 
chase money, Mr. Gron said that there 
was no such agreement. | 

Mr. Gron refused tg give the names of 
the persons whom he said he now repre- 
sented in this country, but said they were 
members:of the Danish upper house. Mr. 
Gron was closely questioned as to whether 
a proposition Was made for Christmas 
and Rogers and himself to divide the 
commission. He replied that there were 
various propositions. He said he had 
never heard Rogers say that he had 
twenty-six votes in the senate, and could 
defeat the negotiations and said he was 
never present at an interview between 
Christmas and Rogers. 

He denied absolutely the statement tha+ 
he (Gron) had signed a contract with 
Christmas by which he (Gron) and Rog:2rs 
were to have two-thirds of the commis- 
6:0n. He had never ary contract of any 
character with Christmas, but the latter 
had made over a power of attorney to 
him, which later he (Gron) repudiated. 
Mr. gers saw Christmas, he testified, 
but @emce. After that Rogers refused to 
see Christmas or answer his letters or 
telegrams. 

Grosvenor Makes Statement. 

Mr. Hitt asked him specifically if he 
knew what press associations were re- 
ferred to in the Chrisimas reports. .

Representative Grosvenor made a state- 
ment at the afternoon session. He spoke 
of receiving the note of introduction and 
of going over the papers with Mr. Gror. 
At that time Mr. Grosvenor felt that the 
matter should be looked into with a view 
of ascertaining if there was any irregu- 
larity. He conferred with Chairman Can- 
non, of the appropriations committee, and 
asked that if an appropriation bill for the 
Danish purchase cama in that action on 
it be deferred until Mr. Grosvenor re- 
turned from a western trip and had an 
opportunity to go over the papers. Mr. 
Grosvenor later saw Secretary Hay, who 
held that there was nothing in the 
charges of which cognizance should be 
taken. 

Resuming his testimony, Mr. Gron told 
of his connection with the Scandinavian 
department of the national republican 
committee in 1896, to which ace, h> 
said, Senator Hanna had apvointed him. 
Later. ‘he said, Senator Hanna gave him 
a letter of recommendation to the two 
Massachusetts senators, Messrs. Hoar and

Gron a Republican. 

Mr. Gron said he was a republican, had 
cdTivassed for thet party in 1892 and 1896, 
and in 1897 had been a candidate for the 
Danish mission.

Strike Has Been Declared 
Near Altoona, Pa.

MINERS IN UGLY TEMPER 


They Will Fight Against Eviction, 
and Resist. Importation of 
Other Men.

Altoona, Pa., April 1—After mass meet- 
ings of the Rochester and Pittsburg Coal 
and Iron Company’s miners were held at 
Punxsutawney and Sykesville today’ the 
threatened strike was formally declared. 

It involves 10,000 minars and will have 
the effect of curtailing the employment of 
nearly many more railroad men em- 
ployed by the Buffalo hester and 
Pittsburg Railroad Company, whose 
freight traffic will be nearly paralyzed in 
consequence of the strike. Not a mine 
worker employed by the Rochester and 
Pittsburg Company will be at work to- 
morrow except the pumpers and track 
layers, it being agreed to keep these men 
at work to protect the mines. 

It was decided by a vote, however, that 
if General Manager L. W. Robinson 
should attempt to evict the strikers from 
their homes, many of which are owned by 
the company, the pumpers and track’ lay- 
ers will also be called out and the mines 
atlowed to flood. 

Any attempt to import others mine-s 
will be resisted... The strikers have assur- 
ances of support from the district and 
national treasurizs of the United Mine 
Workers of America.

Washington, April 1.—The house today 
made rapid progress with the sundry 
civil appropriation bill, completing 93 of 
the 139 pages of the trill. All eftorts to 
amend the bill were successfully rosist- 
ed by Mr. Cannon, the chairman of the 
appropriations committee, who was per- 
sonally in charge of the measure.

Vote as Decisive on That Question. 
Municipal Voters’ League Elected 
28 of Their Men—Rose Re- 
elected Mayor by Mil- 
waukee Democrats.

Chicago, April 1.—The republicans and 
democrats each-made a net gain of one 
alderman in the city election held today. 
The new council will cc@.sist of thirty- 
nine republicans, thirty democrats and 
one independent. The old council consist- 
ed of thirty-eight republic@is, twenty- 
nine democrats and three independents. 

The hottest fight of the campaign was 
in the first ward, where a determined 
fight was made by the opponents of John 
Coughlin, known as “Bath House,’ to 
defeat him. It was the only ward in the 
city where anything like a full vote was 
poled. Coughlin won easily, however, 
securing a majority of 2,60 votes over 
David L. Frank, the republican candi- 
dates. 

The issues at stake were entirely local, 
the only interest outside the ward bound- 
aries being interjected by the municipal 
Voters’ League, an association formed to 
bring about as far as possible the selec- 
tion of desirable members of the city 
council, irrespective of party. The league 
recommended for election thirty-six men 
and of these twenty-eight were elected. 

In the south town the democrats elected 
the assessor, collector and clerk by ma- 
jorities approximating 2,000, the republic- 
ans electing the supervisor by a majority 
of 1,000. ; 

In the town of Lakeview the repub- 
licans elected all the officers by majorities 
running from 3,500 to 4,100. They elected 
al] in the town of Hyde Park by majori- 
ties ranging from 56,600 to 6,300. They also 
won a clean victory in the town of Jef- 
ferson by majorities averaging 2,200. 

In the west town the democrats elected 
by majorities of about 1,000 the assessor, 
collector and supervisor, the republicans 
saved the clerk by 100 votes. The demo- 
crats made a clean sweep in the town of 
Lake, the vote being close. The demo- 
crats won all the offices in the north 
town by 1,200. 

The men elected to the offices of asses- 
sor,° collector, clerk and supervisor will 
never enter upon their duties for the rea- 
fon that the election which gave them 
their positions wiped those positions out 
of existence. Tha question of abolishing 
the various town governments was sub- 
mitted to the people and carried by an 
overwhelming majority. 

Other questiong of public policy were 
voted upon, among them being municipal 
ownership of street car systems, gas 
works and other public utilities and the 
nomination for candidates by vote at the 
primaries instead of by the usual custotm 
ci holding city conventions. All of these 
were favorably voted upon. 

Vone of these votes save that of abol- 
ishment of the towns’ officers carries ax- 
tion with it. The vote was very light, not 
over 160,000 votes being cast. 

Among the ‘‘watchers’’ at the polls in 
the first ward, which includes the ten- 
derloin district, were eighty or more col- 
lege athletes and footbal] players, chosen 
by the Municipal Voters’ League, to head 
off any attempt at illegal election tactics. 
The company of college watchers slept 
down town last night and were at the 
polls early today. 

Senator Jones Is Beaten. 


Little Rock, Ark., April 1.—With ten 
counties vet to report, official and unof- 
ficial reports yield the following results 
on the United States senatorship: James 
P. Clarke, 69; James K. Jones, 53; neces- 
gary to elect on joint ballot, 67. These 
figures are deemed reliable and conclu- 
sive. 

In the third congressional district the 
contest is so close between Congressman 
Dinsmore and J. C. Floyd that the vote 
of Van Buren county is awaited in order 
to settle it. The democratic convention 
will be held in Little Rock June 10. 

Milwaukee Stands by Rose. 


Milwaukee. Wis.. April 1.—Mayor David 

. Rose. democrat. candidate for reelec- 
.. tion, carried the city by a plurality esti- 
mated at from 7,000 to 10,000 over Charles 
H,. Anson. Rose carried the balance of 
the democratic ticket with him. While 
the returns are far from being complete 
the indications are that the democrats 
will also control the common council by 
a safe majority. 

How Nebraska Towns Vcted.

GREEDY FLAMES 
IN LOUISVILLE 


Fire in Paint and Varnish 
House There Inflicts 
Loss of $200,000. 


BUILDING AND CONTENTS. 
ARE ENTIRILY DESTROYED 


Walls Collapse in Short While, and 
Adjoining Buildings Soon Are 
Ablaze—Cause of Fire Said 
To Have Been Sponta- 
neous Combustion. 


Louisville, Ky., April 1.—Fire which 
broke out about 12:30 o’clock this after- 
noon destroyed the large warehouses of 
the Peaslee-Gaulbert Paint and Varnish 
Company at Fifteenth and Portland ave- 
nue, causing a loss of about $200,000. 

The entire fire department was called 
out to fight the flames, which made rapid 


other infammable materials stored in the 
buildings. Within two hours after the 
alarm had been turned in ‘the warehouses 


and their contents had been entirely de- 
stroyed. 


The buildings, which occupied an entire 
square, were brick structures. two of 
them being four stories high and the third 
three. The fire started in the two-story 
building, which was situated between the 
large warehouses, and they spread rapid- 
ly. In a short time the walls of this 
building collapsed and the adjoining 
Structures were s%o0n abiaze. 

The work of the firemen availed little. 
for besides being handicapped by lack of 
watcr, they were in constant danger from 
the tottering walls. Short]ly after 2 o'clock 
these walls fell in and the work of de- 
struction was complete. 

A great crowd gathered to see the fire 
and the police were often forced to re- 
sert to their clubs to keep the people out 
of harm’s way. 

On a railroad siding between the build-— 
ings there were six cars loaded with 
paints. These were destroyed. The office 
of the cOMpany was iccated in the central 
building. Miss Rosa Murray, the book- 
keeper, was almost overcome by ‘smoke 
before sne could make her escape. All 


The cause of thé fire -is not known, but 
it is generally thought to have been due 
to spontaneous combustion. The loss is 
covered by insurance.

RIGHTS OF STOCKHOLDERS. 


Important Decision Regarding the 
Dissolution of Corporations. 
New York, April 1.—United States Cir- 
cuit Judge Lacombe delivered an impor- 
tant opinion today affecting the rights 
of minority and majority stockholders 
0 fcorporations. It was on the motion of 
Louis Windmuller and Nathan Bijour, 
minority stockholders, to enjoin dissolu- 
tion of the Spirits Distributing Company 
by the Distilling Company of America, 
stockholder. -A decision 
along similar lines’ was rendered three 
weeks ago in the United States circuit 
court at Trnton. In this cas Judge 
Kirkpatrick overruled the motion for an 
injunction. The same plaintiffs filed a 
brief in the United States supreme court 
making the saem contentions, and this 
suit was moved by the defendants to the 
United States circuit court. 
In the opinion rendered 
case Judge Lacombe says: 
Practically the whole case of the plain- 
tiffs rests on the proposition that ma- 
jority stockholders who are individually. 
interested in the aabrogation of this con- 
tract may not vote for a dissolution of 
the corporation because their doing so 
will directly abrogate the contract which 
minority stockholders ‘find it for their 
individual interest to ‘' alive. If the

contract be separately ya@jth each stock- 
holder to pay him a fixed sum for a 
fixed term which dissolution will not 
shorten, it is immaterial whether the 
the corporation be dissolved or not. but 
even if. this be not so this court is in- 
clined to concur iwth Judge Kirkpatrick 
in the conclusion that a majority stock- 
holder may vote to dissolve, even if he 
be influenced to that course by a wish 
to destroy a contract beneficial to the 
coropration but onerous to himself. The 
motion fo rinjunction is denied and the 
stay vacated.” 


EVACUATION OF MANCHURIA. 


China Will Be Allowed To Maintain 
Troops in Province. 

Pekin, April 1.—The Manchurian con- 
vention, the main conditions of which 
were recently agreed-upon by Paul Les- 
sar, Russia’s minister to China, and 
Prince Ching, president of the Chinese 
foreign office, permits China to maintain 
whatever force she thinks necessary in 
Manchuria after the evacuation of that 
territory. 

Official reports received here from Nu 
Chwang say the Russians are displaying 
great military activity there. Ten thou- 
sand troops have been recently removed 
to Port Arthur and new drafts are arriv- 
ing.

ditions existed, and it is there I claim he is 
mistaken. Besides, I cannot believe the gen- 
tleman is in earnest when he claims that nearly 
50 per cent of Georgia’s population live in one- 
room cabins. 

While I have not had the opportunity to 
make observations as to the state of affairs in 
other parts of the state, yet I do know that in 
the counties where I am well acquainted the 
average white farmer lives in a three and 
four-room house, and many in excellent coun- 
try residences. Ride out over Carroll county, 
and on every side nicely painted cottages and 
residences greet the eye on every hand. 

As to the slanderous intimation that the 
farmers of the state spend eight months of the 
year in idleness, every 10-year-old boy in the 
south knows it is untrue, and even those in the 
north, and west who learn their simple 
geography lessons know that to make a cotton 
crop requires about four months’ labor, and 
gathering it takes at least three more. Now 
to save the hay, harvest wheat, oate and corn 
requires at least another month, while market- 
ing the produce, getting in the winter's wood 
supply, doing odd jobs about the farm, and 
making the necessary repairs about premises 
requires all odd time he may have througn 
the .ainy winter season. 

I do not say that there are none such cases 

as Mr. Branson pictures, but I do contend 
that it is not by any means a true represen- 
tation of the rural homes of Georgia, and I 
protest against the picture he has drawn 
as representing a typical farm scene in the 
south. He has taken an extreme case as 4 
model, and pictured it as a representation of 
how the ‘‘Georgia cracker’’ lives. It is as un- 
fair as it would be to take some unkard 
whose name appears on the church $0)]1 and 
point him out as a sample of what churen 
members are in general. 
No one appreciates Mr. Branson's work for 
the schools of the state more than the writer. 
My whole soul is with him in every legitimate 
plan Yor their betterment. God grant that 
the day may soon come when we will have a 
splendidly equipped school in reach of every 
rural home in Georgia. But in our zeal, let 
us not misrepresent our people, who have 
certainly made a noble struggle to redeem their, 
atate since the ravages of the invader’s army 
left it almost as a desert.

Qn Monday he will call the attention 
of the sanitary, police and street de- 
partments to the existing ordinance and 
will see that it is enforced to the letter. 
Following is the ordinance in question: 
Sec. 1058. It shall be the duty of all 
owners of property in the city. in front 
of which the sidewalks have been paved, 
to keep such sidewalks in good repair 
and to do such repairing and other work 
as may be necessary to keep the same 
in good, smooth condition. 

Sec. 1059. It shall be the duty 
occupants of improved property 
of which the sidewalks have been 
paved, to keep such sidewalks clean, 
and to do such sweeping and scraping 
as may be necessary to remove clay, dirt 
and trash therefrom, and render the same 
passable, comfortable and sightly. 

Sec. 1060. Any person failing to comply 
with the conditions of the foregoing ordi- 
nance shall be reported by the lolice force, 
end may be summa@ned to appear befcre 
the recorder’s court. or may be arrested 
by any officer of the police force and 
taken before said court, and such person 
roy. on conviction, be fined in a sum not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, or be 
imprisoned not exceeding thirty days, 
either or both, in the discretion of the 


court, for each offense.

The reporting of the bill to allow 
a concession of 20 per cent of our 
tariff rates to Cuban products is sig- 
nificant. It shows that the republi- 
cans do not dare to face the country 
on a complete violation of the national 
honor and refusal of any measure of 
help to Cuba.

We have 
professed that we wish her to be that, 
yet the republican. party that has the 
power to make her so now niggardly 
refusés to deal with her fairly, justly 
and sufficiently to that end. 

We are glad that the democrats on 
the committee of ways and means 
have joined in so much as has been 
done. We hope the members of the 
party on the floor will likewise vote 
with practical unanimity for the 
measure.

The social regime that has so long 
survived under a sort of shot-gun code 
whose first law was “noli me tangere” 
has gone by the board, masts, shrouds. 

A Charleston 
newspaper has wrought the wreckage. 
With a spirit of get-there in its head 
and an accident policy in its breast- 
pocket, it has employed a most accom- 
plished and elect lady of the old re- 
gime of Charleston's elite to prepare a 
“society column,” and has given it to 
the light of day without fedring the

pected to know that since the first 
corner stone was laid in Charleston 
there has been a lex no scripta that 
the social life of 3ts people should 
ever be veiled from the vulgar gaze 
and never profaned by the touch and 
taint of printer’s ink. Only the plain 
movements of men engaged in trade 
and statesmanship were permissible 
themes for the pencil of the reporter 
and the pages of the bourgeois press.

But the. old Charleston has trailed 
her robes through the doorway to the 
vaults of ancient history and out of 
the hurly-burly of a dazzling exposi- 
tion a new Charleston, chic, chipper 
and up to date, has been born! Re- 
membering how Charleston was wont 
te sneer at Atlanta for its too-utterly- 
utterness in keeping up with the pro- 
cession: how it lampooned us for en- 
tertaining Old Tecumseh Sherman and 
making welcome President Hayes, al- 
beit with a speech from superb Wade 
Hampton; how it has laughed to scorn 
our “yankeeized society” customs and 
events, our expositions and horse 
shows, we forget every resentment to 
welcome the new Charleston as our 
sweet little sister come out of the nun- 
nery to be the Columbine of the car- 
nival: 

Now that she has thrown off the se- 
clusion of the high walls and brok'en 
down the grilled gates of her past 
habitations, she bids fair to become 
one of the gaiety girls of the twentieth 
century. We rejoice over her release 
and will rejoice more and more as she 
moves nearer and nearer to the mid- 
dle of the modern stage, where her 
beauty will be revealed in all its 
splendor and her social charms find 
free and felicitous recogniti®n. 
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“Hello, Central!’’ 

\Some of the good people of Evans- 
ton Nls., whose sense of propriety has 
been shocked by the use of the word! 
“hello” in conversations over the tele- 
phone have inaugurated a movement 
to bring about a discontinuance of 
this inherently vulgar expression in 
favor of the more polite forms ’of 
greeting, such as “good morning” and 
“sood evening.” ; 

This proposed innovation is support- 
ed by the argument that the term 
“hello” has long since been eliminated 
from ordinary conversation in refined 
circles and that having suffered this 
fate it is not in proper taste to emply 
it in conversation over the telephone. 
The change has already met with very 
general adoption in Evansion and is 
cordially indorsed by the telephone 
authorities. 

But we doubt if the country at large 
will look with favor upon the_reform 
which has been started at Evans 
Despite the associations of the word 


“hello,” it meets the demand of the 


age in which we live for aptness and 
brevity, and is more likely to jbe re- 
tired from active service for -some 
time to come.

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The Army Bill. 
It is said that the president is in 
a peck of trouble and Secretary Root 
is worrying to beat all creation over 
the probable shelving in the senate of 
the gemeral staff bill. Both of-:them 
have set their heart upon the enact- 
ment of this measure whereby the 
American army is to be given a gen- 
eral staff organization similar to those 
of Germany and Russia. It was this 
plan that General Miles so savagely 
opposed in his testimony before the 
senate committee on military affairs 
and finally denounced as fit only for 
a monarchial government. 

The senate committee appears to 
be inirhical to the scheme and it is 
feared in white house circles that the 
bill cannot get favorable action, or 
even an unfavorable report that would 
bring it before the senate for consid- 
eration. , 

The truth is that most military ex- 
perts in the army and those who are 
now in retired or civil life de not see 
the necessity for the organization pro- 
posed. It does not appear to comport 


ewith the general republican idea of 


an army maintained through volun- 
teer enlistments and used generally 
only for garrison and emergency pur- 
poses. The present organization 
seems adequate for those purposes. 

In fact there are not wanting manjy 
wise men in congress who are afraid! 
of this pet plan of Secretary Root as 
an innovation looking to the centrali- 
zation of a force that might become 
the instrument to promote larger and 
dangerous centralizations of power. 
For that reason they look with small 
favor upon a scheme that it is openly 
admitted must make the general staff 
a gatliyg gun in the hands of the 
president. : 

It is true enough that war is a pro 
gressive art and that the army of to- 
day is an altogether different organ- 
ization from what it was in the days 
of Washington, Jackson and Scott, or 
even of Grant. But it looks reasona- 
ble that it can still be held to the 
highest efficiency under our democrat- 
ic methods of organization and with- 
out resorting to the devices employed

Will Great Britain Suppress the Bet- 
ting Habit? 

Great Britain’s moral reformers 
have gone out cruising against the 
stylish habit of betting on horse races 
anji popular agitation along this line 
has aroused the moral sense of the 
kingdom to such an extent that legis- 
lative investigations are now in prog- 
ress looking toward an early suppres- 
sion of the evil. 

Last spring an effort was made to 
bring the attention of the law-makinz 
authorities of Great Eritain to the ex- 
cessive tendencies of the betting habit 
and the widespread demoralization at- 
tendant upon it throughout the king- 
dom, but the attitude of the house of 
lords toward the proposed reform was 
not in the least sympathetic, while 
Lord Salisbury was disposed to ridi- 
cule it as an ill-advised attempt to 
make a mountain out of a mole hill. 
This refusal of the house of lords t») 
pose as the censor of public morals 
along this particular line was doubt- 
less due to the fact that the betting 
habit has always been looked upon 
with royal indulgence as one of the 
pet foibles of the upper classes, but 
it seems that this aristocratic barrier 
has at least given way to public senti~ 
ment and that steps will now be taken 
to hedge the pernicious habit which 
has lately called forth so much indig- 
nant protest. Bishop Hereford is the 
prime mover in the crusade and he 
has succeeded in getting the house of 
lords to appoint. an _ investigating 
committee, composed of the earl of 
Durham as chairman, with himself, 
Viscount Peel, the earl of Derby, the 
earl of Aberdeen, Lord Davy, Lord 
Cobham and Lord Newton as associ- 
ate members, charged with the duty 
of inquiring into the extent to which 
the betting habit has been carried: 
and already the investigation has de- 
veloped an astonishing amount of 
sensational evidence. Some of the 
most distinguished men of the king- 
dom have become involved in the 
meshes of the inquisitorial proceed- 
ings. 

What the result of this legislative 
inquiry will be it is difficult to con- 
jecture. If properly conducted it will 
no doubt have an amendatory effect 
upon public morals, but if conducted 
loosely, it will in all probability tend 
to make matters considerably worse.

POLITICS IN BIBB COUNTY. 


MUCH SPIRIT INJECTED INTO 
RACE FOR REPRESENTATIVE. 
sSibb County Nominations Will Prob- 
ably Be ,Held on Same Day 
as State Primary. 


Macon, Ga., April 1.—(Specia,)—It is 


‘probable that the primary for the nomi- 
. nation of county officers and representa- 


tives in Bibb county will be held on the 
same day that has been set for the guber 
natorial primary, June 5. The county 
aemocratic executive committee will meet 
at an early day to consider the question. 
It is thought that many prefer to have all 
nominations made at one primary. 

Politics will now become quite lively 
and registration will proceed in earnest. 
Over 2,000 have registered this year. 

It appears that the only contests for 
county offices will be for sheriff and 
coroner.

A lively contest is expected over the 
office of solicitor general. The incumbent, 
William Brunson, is opposed by ex-Solici- 
tcr General Hodges and Walter Grace. 
This will be one of the most interesting 
races that wil] occur in Bibb county this 
year. The circuit is composed of Hous- 
ton, Crawford and Bibb counties. Solicitor 


General Brunson and Walter Grace for- 


merly resided in Houston. Bob Hodges 
‘928 always lived in Bibb. 

The race fgr the house of representa- 
tives will excite state interest. Bibb is 
entitled to three representatives and 
there are four candidates, to-wit: the 
present delegation in the house, Joseph H. 
Hall, L. J. Kilburn. and Thomas 58. 
Felder, and Senator Roland Ellis. The 
fect that Mr. Eliis is a candidate for 
speaker of the house and Mr. Hall has 
won much legislative fame on account of 
his opposition to the depot bill and other 
measures, will cause the public to await 
with much interest and curiosity the re- 
sult of the struggle in Bibb. Only one 
man is to be defeated, and ‘‘who will he 
be?” is a question much discussed in ‘this 
community.

He is the father of Robert, 
Walter and Tilden Adamson, all of whom 
have achieved distinct success in the 
newspaper field. 

The funeral services over the body of 
the deceased will occur tomorrow at Rock 
church, in this county, and will be con- 
ducted by Rev. J. J. Steverson, the pastor.

But it is understood that the Rev. Seth 
Ward, of Texas, is the most formidabl- 
eandidate for the place.

| INSURANCE NOTES. 


— 


Fire insurance men, whether non-board 
or members of the Southeastern Tariff 
Association, defend the recent action of 
the association in raising rates on At- 
lanta dwellings. In fact, the insurance 
men say that the increase in rates is 
not a raise, but merely a restoration of 
what the rates were before the reduction 
a few years ago was made for the pur- 
pose of meeting competition. 

They also deny that the dweHing busi- 
ness in Atlanta has proved protitable. 
Several managers state that according 
to figures for the past several] years they 
have lost money on dwellings in Atlanta 
and that it wa¢ impossible to continue 
the business at the reduced rates. 

Competition in fire insurance fs not as 
strong now as it was in past years. Bus!- 
ness which companies fought for has only 
brought them losses and the managers 
no longer receive requests from the com- 
panies for mere business, put on the 
other hand are constantly receiving in- 
structions to redifted lines. The position 
of the insurance men is, in short, that 
they cannot make money at the reduced 
rates and that they wouki rather not 
have the business at all than to have it

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, April 1.—Although Liverpool 
made a@ substantial advance our market did 
not consider it an adequate response and from 
the opening there was a lack of snap and vim. 
Then a slow stream of realizing orders ap- 
peared, which carried the market below last 
evening’s quotations. Yesterday's advance ex- 
hausted the short interest and did not bring 
many new buyers. Receipts were light 
throughout the cotton belt, but were thought 
tO mean the effect of the heavy rains and 
floods upon the roads and railroads were still 
felt. There does not seem to be any desire 
to sell short im the face of these receipts and 
the advices of exhaustion, while buvers are 
timid at the total movement disproving the 
low crop estimates. 


THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, April |.—The stagnant condition 
of the London market this morning upon the 
resumption of trading after the four days’ in- 
terval still further deferred the hopes of the 
speculative contingent which has been count- 
ing upon an awakened interest in the stock 
market. The continued absence from the street 
of large capitalists and the coming.departure 
for Europe of the central figures of the finan- 
cial district’ had a further’ discouraging effect 
upon the smaller traders, who-have béen pro- 
fessing confidence that the powers in the 
money world ‘were going to ‘‘put stocks up.”’ 
The consequence was considerable selling by 
tired holders and a drooping market, The sag- 
ging tendency gradually permeated the whole 
list, overcoming the strength of those special- 
ties which rose :trongly early in the day. The 
leaders in activity were Colorado Fuel, United 
States’ Leatber, Amalgamated Copper and 
Sugar. Colorado Fuel lost all of its gain, 
which amounted at one time to 2%, and closed 
with a fractional net loss. Sugar was under 
pressure, and the United States Leather 
stocks did not fully maintain thefr advance. 
Amalgamated Copper, however, was persistent- 
ly firm, and closed at the top, with a net 
gain of 2 points. Reports of the consolidation 
of the copper properties of the principal rival 
interests made the bears in the stock timid, 
and they covered heavily. A judicial decision 
upholding the New York franchise tax weak- 
ened the New York public utilities and caused 
scme sympathetic response elsewhere. De- 
creased earnings reported by the American Car 
and Foundry Company depressed that stock. 
The coalers were affected by the announce- 
ment that the summer schedule of prices, rep- 
resenting a reduction of 50c per ton from the 
winter schedule, was in force today instead of 
being postponed to May |, as expected. The 
fact that the dispute with the miners is still 
cpen was an additional influence. The money 
market was easier, both for call and time 
loans, and the large disbursements payable 
today are expected to increase the resources 
of the market. Today’s dividend disbursements 
were estimated at upward of $60,000,000. The 
London money market also was easy today and 
sterling exchange at Paris recovered a fraction, 
so that the advance in sterling were left a mar- 
gin stil! between the market and the gold ex- 
port point. This influence seemed to be ig- 
nored, however, as thg ease of the money 
market is not expected to prevail for any 
length of time. The British loan will soon be 
announced and foreign banking houses in New 
York expect that there will be American sub- 
scriptions which will increase the demand for 
remittances in addition to the natural attrac- 
tion for gold which will result frem the har- 
dening of the London money. market. The 
security of the New York money market from 
future complications is therefore not clear, 
and this continues to be a repressing influence 
on speculation.

Crop Conditions for March. 


Washingtc1, April !.—The weather bureau 
has issued the following general summary of 
the crop conditions for May oh: 

The weather conditions of March were gen- 
erally favorable for farming operations in the 
states of the Missouri, upper Mississippi and 
Qhio valleys, and on the Atlantic coast north 
ef North Carolina. The month was also fa- 
vorable in Florida, Texas and Oklahoma, but 
ever the greater part of the central and east 
euif states it was unfavorable. largely on 
account of excessive rains. Throughout the 
central anc east gulf states farm work is from 
two to three weeks late and in many sections 
much land has been badly washed. On the 
Pacific coast the month was cool and the sea- 
son is generally backward. 

There has been a very general and in some 
sections a marked improvement in the con- 
dition of winter wheat In the states of the 
central valiey, although much of the late sown 
is in poor condition and some will be plowed 
up for other crops. The cool weather .on the 
Pacific coast has started the growth of winter 
wheat, but on the whole the crop is in a 
promising condition. 

Some spring wheat was sown over the south- |

issued the call for a meeting of the exec- 
utive committee. 

The meeting will be held at noon Satur- 
day in Judge Calhoun’s court room.

To the Members of the County Democratic 
Executive Committee.—Gentlemen: You are 
hereky notified to attend a called session of 
the Fulton county democratic 
mittee at noon on next Saturday. April 5, in 
the court room of Judge A. E. Calhoun, for the 
purpose of considering the advisability of post- 
poning the date of voting upon the Fulton 
county reformatory from April 10, the date of 
the county primary, to June 6, the date of the 
state primary.

Favors Early Action.

The work 
will doubtlese consume severai days, be- 
eause a number of duplicate registrations 
are to be weeded out before the lists 
will be in shove for use of the managers 
and clerks of the polling vlaces. It is 
confidently expected that fullv 7.000 people 
will be entitled to take part in the pri- 
mary. 

The subcommittee of the county &axecu- 
tive committee will this week complete 
the work of putting in the voting beoths 
and other necessary fixtures at the va- 
rious places in the city where the polls 
are to be located.

Lyman D. Post, proprietor of The 
Paper Mill, a New York weekly news- 
paper devoted to the, interests of: the 
paper trade, arrived in Atlanta yesterday.
